Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The rejection under 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Baumgartner (US 2002/0048553). 

Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

In regards to Schmidt, the main focus of the strips is to provide single dosage forms providing the exact dosage for the single tooth 
cleaning procedure and to provide the possibility to completely use the preparation without remains staying in the package. It is concluded 
that the main objective of Schmidt is to provide dosage forms for oral care that easy to handle. As Applicant has asserted, the reference 
teaches the films are placed in the mouth and the saliva and the intensive movement of the toothbrush dissolves the strip so that the 
components can develop their full activity. This would not teach away from formulating the strips into beads because it is reasonable that 
this action would also result in the dissolving of a bead made with the same components, especially with the intensive movement of a 
toothbrush. Further Schmidt discloses that designs may be applied for children. This is further motivation to combine the teachings of 
Alexander with the teachings of Schmidt because Alexander teaches that their preparations are child-friendly and that the beads are 
decoratively shaped in order to appeal in particular to a child. Therefore one of skill in the art would be motivated to shape the strips of 
Schmidt into beads disclosed by Alexander because they are appealing to children. In regards to Applicant's assertion of Schmidt's 
intended use, Applicant has not pointed out where this assertion is supported and it does not appear to the Examiner that the purpose of 
Schmidt's compositions is to reduce the speed and efficiency in dissolution of the product. 
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
